NUCLEAR PROTECTION FOR WILMINGTON 


For the past several weeks Town Officials 
have been considering, the needs for Nuclear 
Protection, in Wilmington. Department heads 
have been asked for recommendations, and have 
given them. Qne such recommendation, for in- 
stance, is for $1000 for weapons for Auxiliay 
Police. 

All this is to the good of the town, if some 
thing results. Once before the town went 
through this phase, and then when Kruse 
stopped his bomb-rattling of the moment all was 
forgotten. 

1@ most vital point, with the average fami- 
ly, 15 family protection, National publications 
illustrate how to build a nuclear shelter in 
the basement of the average home. 

The trouble is that such a shelter not only 
costs money, hard to get, but takes up much 
room that is necessary for ordinary living pur- 
poses. 

Nothing has ever been said about a New Eng- 
land Type Shelter, but the older houses, such 
4s here in Wilmington, lend themsely es admira 
bly to shelter purposes without sacrificing 
needed cellar room. The entire cellar, or most 
of it, can be used to advantage in many of the 
homes of this town and area. . 

Back in 98, when the Wilmington Civil De- 
fense was conducting a defense exercise against 
nuclear attack, it was determined that the cel- 
lar of the town hall offered about 907 protect- 
tion against nuclear fall-out. 

90% isn't 1007, but it is far better than 
0%. And, with the addition of some sandbagging 
around the town hall, and on the main floor of 
the town hall, that protection could be mater- 
jally increased, 


Such, too, is the case in the average home 
of Wilmington - sand bagging, which ean be in- 
expensive, can make many cellars quite, if not 
100% safe against nuclear fall at. 

Sandbags should be about the size of the old 
10 pound and 25 pound sugar bags, to make them

“*Face Facts’’ he says, ‘‘Our lo- 
cal hardware outlets are dealer- 
ships, not distributors’. 

I imagine that he also means 
snall shops like the Wilmington 
Lawnmower is a dealership, not a 
distributor. 

I would hazard that there was a 
little hasty thinking in that letter. 
Sanders, whom Mr MacMelville 
represents, is not a distributor of 
Snowbird, - it is, just like me, a 
little ol’ Dealer. We are not only 
a Dealer.
